Don t Ignore Hedge 


By M. V. CHE8NUT, FRHS 

There seems to be a tendency on 
the part of many home gardeners 
to regard the hedge as a sort of 
cheap substitute for a fence — an 
inanimate thing, stuck these to pro¬ 
vide some privacy. Other plants and 
shrubs are fed. mulched, watered and 
given thoughtful and intelligent prun¬ 
ing. Tha hedge Is allowed to languish, 
unwatered and unfed, and the trim¬ 
ming Is dona without any regard to 
the plant’s natural disposition 

Quite a bit can be done through 
the summer to improve tha hedge. 
A, sprinkle of fertiliser along both 
sides, for Instance, and an occasional 
deep watering win make all the dif¬ 
ference In the world to Its health and 
appearance. A really forceful jet of 
enter can dislodge and comb out a 
lot of dead stuff and rubbish too. 


While high summer, when the 
hedge Is In full growth, is the -proper 
time for routine trimming. It Is all 
wrong for dealing with an overgrown 
and neglected hedge, for drastic cut¬ 
ting back at this season can do much 
damage and may even kill the plants. 
Leaf-losing hedges should be over¬ 
hauled In winter and evergreen ones 


In the spring after new growth has 
started. 

Unless you are the fortunate 
owner of an electric hedge trimmer, 
hedge clipping can be a boring, mono¬ 
tonous and very tiring job. Much of 
the “b*ood and sweat” can be avoided, 
however. If you follow the natural 
order and rhythm of the Job.

The large leafed war gr een plants 
like laurel, holly, rhododen d ron pon- 
Ucujn or bay should never be clipped 
with hedging shears, for this Imple¬ 
ment allows too many half-leaves to 
remain, which turn b r own and spoil 
the appearance of the hedge. TVv 
subjects should be dapad and tidied 
with secateurs, always taking elf 
whole leaven. 

The smaller-Isa veil bed g aa — tool 
cere, box privet, etc.—should have 
their sides sheared starting from the 
bottom and working upward. In thM 
way. the clippings from higher up 
will have a riser tall and won't get 
(angled up In the unrilppad twigs 
below. It saves a lot of labor to spread 
an old tarp or an ancient be dorsa d 
below the work to catch the trim 
mlngs aa they fall—savaa a lot of 
fiddling around with the rake sfter- 
wanM. 


If the top of the hedge Is at shoul¬ 
der height or higher, the work wtU 
go eerier when trimming the top If 
the shears are held upside down. An 
“old hand' at hedge-Uimming can 
often trim the top as Oat and level 
as a Millard table by rye alone; my 
hedge top Is full of waves and hollows 
unlem I stretch a garden line between 
two sticks to guide me. 


The most efficient shape for a 
hedge Is not straight up and down 
but with sloping sides, narrower at 
the tap than at the bottom. Such a 
wedge-shaped hedge Is much less 
likely to be imaged by a heavy fall 
of wet now In winter; moreover, 
sunlight and rain can reac h the bot¬ 
tom portion bettor, counteracting a 
tendency to get thin and gappy near 
the ground. 

If you have much hedge to look 
after, It really pays to "go (or broke" 
and Invest In one of the new modem 
lightweight shears with stainless 
steel blades, light tubular handles and 
rubber grips. They cost the earth but 
pay off In freedom from that agonis¬ 
ing pain between the shoulder blades 
which so often follows a bout with 
a long stretch of hedge.
